Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 


I  beg  herein  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  activities  of  the  City’s 
Health  Department  for  the  year  1952® 


The  population  of  the  City,  as  shown  by  government  census  of  June  1951. 
was  129,060,  It  will  be  appreciated  by  Council  that  there  has  been  a  con¬ 
siderable  increase  in  one  City's  population  since  the  Federal  census  was 
taken.  It  is  estimated  by  this  department  that  the  present  population  is  in 
the  neighborhood  of  140^000.  However,  the  expression  of  the  several  rates 
having  to  do  with  the  statistical  tables  presented  throughout  the  report  are 
based  on  the  1951  population  enumeration. 


There  was  a  decrease  of  95  in  the  number  of  marriages  solemnised 
during  1952  as  compared  with  1951*  The  rate  for  1952  was  14.4  per  thousand 
of  population..  It  has  been  observed  that  under  conditions  of  national  stress 
the  marriage  rate  tends  to  increase,  and  therefore  the  decrease  recorded  in 
the  present  report  is  accepted  as  being  in  line  with  the  settling  of  con¬ 
ditions  generally. 

The  gross  number  of  births  registered  throughout  the  year  was  5,C96r, 
which  figure  includes  births  to  parents  non-resident  in  the  City.  The  number 
of  births  to  residents  only  was  4,105  showing  a  net  birth  rate  per  thousand 
of  population  of  31^8.  Both  in  number  and  rate  the  1952  figures  are  the 
highest  for  the  last  five  years*  Included  in  the  gross  number  of  births 
(5.096)  are  288  illegitimate,  which  figure  shows  an  increase  of  12  over  the 
number  of  illegitimate  births  reported  in  1951®  There  were  3  sets  of  illegi¬ 
timate  twins.  The  table  showing  the  breakdown  of  the  number  of  illegitimate 
births  gives  something  of  an  analysis  of  this  social  problem  and  much  for 
thoughtful  speculation. 

The  gross  number  of  stillbirths  registered  throughout  the  year  was 
99 >  with  a  corresponding  rate  of  0.77  per  thousand  of  population.  The  net 
stillbirths,  rate  was  0.56  with  72  born  to  resident  mothers.  The  figures  are 
slightly  in  excess  of  those  reported  for  1951. 

The  gross  death  rate  for  the  City  in  1952  was  10.8  per  thousand  of 
population,  represented  by  1,395  deaths.  The  net  or  actual  City  rate  was 
8067  per  thousand  of  population,  the  deaths  occurring  amongst  residents  only 
being  1,118.  Of  the  1,395  deaths  recorded,  588  resulted  from  diseases  of 
the  heart,  239  from  cancer  and  62  from  violent  and.  accidental  causes.  Heart 
disease  and  cancer  accounted  for  60$  of  the  gross  number  of  deaths.  There 
was  an  increase  of  7  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  violent  and  accidental 
causes  as  compared  with  the  reporting  for  1951°  It  would,  appear  that 
nothing  short  of  the  remaking  of  man,  and  more  particularly  the  mode  of 
thought,  is  going  to  bring  about  the  full  concept  ion  of  the  carelessness  and 
irresponsibility  that  adds  to  the  number  of  deaths  from  violent  causes  year 
by  year. 


The  number  of  infant  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  128,  a 
rate  of  24.9  per  thousand  live  births.  Prematurity,  congenital  debility 
and  injuries  accounted  for  102  of  these  deaths.  These  causes  have  defied 
solution  thus  far  by  reason  of  many  complex  factors,  some  of  which  are  beyond 
medical  consideration.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  infant  death  rate  for  1952 
is  the  lowest  in  the  statistical  history  of  Calgary. 
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The  number  of  maternal  deaths  occurring  throughout  the  year  was  3 
as  compared  with  2  for  the  year  1951*  The  1952  rate  was  0o59  per  thousand 
live  birthSo  Of  the  three  recorded,  two  city  mothers  died  of  puerperal 
toxaemia,  the  cause,  of  course,  being  unknown  to  this  department. 


The  total  number  of  communicable  diseases  reported  during  1952  was 
2,163  with  75  deaths  accounted  for  as  follows:-

Of  much  concern  during  1952  was  the  alarming  incidence  of  Acute 
Anterior  Poliomyelitis  when  1P3  actual  city  cases  of  this  disease  were 
reported  with,  as  already  stated,  25  deaths?.  The  percentage  of  deaths  is 
not  beyond  the  expectancy  in  outbreaks  of  this  disease,  and  is  accounted  for 
by  the  number  of  cases  which  suffer  involvement  of  the  bulb  of  the  brain, 
resulting  in  paralysis  of  the  higher  centres-  Unfortunately  we  have  not 
access  to  the  means  of  immunization  in  Poliomyelitis*  nor  do  we  know  the 
whereabouts  of  the  actual  reser/oir  of  the  infection.  Much  work  has  been 
done  in  research  centres  over  the  last  two  or  three  years  and  currently  the 
production  of  a  Gamma  Globulin  has  been  the  outcome  of  these  studies* 

Gamma  Globulin  has  the  faculty  of  conferring  passive  immunity  or  immediate 
protection,  but  does  not  result  in  immunity  for  any  length  of  time*  The 
production  of  a  virus  vaccine  will  be  necessary  to  confer  active  immunity 
but  this,  from  reports  received  in  this  office,  has  presented  a  number  of 
complexities  so  far* 


A  very  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  undertaken 
departments  in  City  service.

The  following  report  sets  out  the  work  accomplished  hy  the  School 
Health  Division  in  the  City  school  system  during  the  year  1952  and  is  presented 
for  your  information© 

During  the  school  year  a  total  of  6,6 38  children  received  a  full 
medical  examination  designed  to  assess  their  health  state©  This  figure  shows 
an  increase  of  928  over  the  previous  year©  The  total  enrollment  of  school 
children  under  the  Calgary  School  Board  and  the  Calgary  Separate  School  Board 
is  approximately  22,000©  JOfo  of  the  enrolled  pupils  were  examined  during  the 
school  year©  These  periodic  medical  examinations  have  a  very  definite  health 
educational,  value  in  addition  to  the  mere  search  for  defects  for  observation 
or  treatment©  In  order  that  the  family  may  get  the  maximum  benefit  from  such 
an  examination,  it  is  important  for  a  parent  to  be  present©  The  parent  is 

-*•  j. 

afforded  the  opportunity  of  asking  questions  about  the  child’s  health  and 
receiving  advice  first  hand©  In  this  way  there  is  more  certainty  that  such 
advice  will  oe  put  to  beneficial  use©  Invitations  to  attend  the  medical 
examination  were  extended  to  4,339  parents  in  grade  '  other  than  High  School© 
Attendance  at  the  examination,  particularly  in  the  lower  grades,  is  very 
encouraging©  A  total  of  2,834  parents  attended,  or  o5$*  This  figure  does  not 
differ  from  the  previous  year©  Where  both  parents  are  working  and  unable  to 
be  present  or  where  there  are  other  extenuating  circumstances,  a  note  is 
invariably  received  expressing  interest  in  the  examination  and  requesting  a 
note  on  any  points  which  require  attention©  Where  no  parent  is  present  at  the 
examination,  a  brief  summary  of  the  results  is  sent  home©  Any  physical  defects 
noted  are  recorded  on  a  special  referral  form  and  either  handed  to  the  parent, 
sent  home  by  letter  or  with  the  child,  according  to  circumstances© 

At  the  time  of  the  medical  examination  the  immunization  state  of  the 
child  is  reviewed©  A  total  of  1,706  children  had  never  received  a  primary 
vaccination©  This  represents  25 o 7p  of  those  examined  and  represents  a  reduction 
over  the  previous  year  of  5°  8p©  Some  514  children  had  overrun  the  period  of 
7  years  considered  advisable  for  revaccination©  Inoculation  against  diphtheria 
is  generally  well  accepted  by  the  public©  However,  on  chocking  this  protective 
state,  1,008  or  15 ©2 '-jo  had  never  been  immunized©  This  figure  indicates  a  slight 
improvement  in  that  noted  in  the  two  previous  years©  In  addition,  759  children 
wore  found  who  had  received  the  initial  protection  but  wore  in  need  for  a 
reinforcing  dose©  In  view  of  the  rapidly  expanding  size  of  the  City,  it  has 
become  more  difficult  for  parents  to  arrange  to  take  their  children  down  to 
the  Health  Department  Inoculation  Clinic  and  avail  themselves  of  the  daily 
services  offered©  Instead,  the  policy  has  boon  inaugurated  of  taking  the 
Inoculation  Clinic  to  the  school©  The  nurses  have  boon  engaged  in  a  program 
of  reviewing  the  medical  history  sheets,  compiling  rolls  of  those  with  out- 
dated  inoculations  and  preparing  consent  cards  to  bo  taken  homo  by  the  child 
for  completion©  These  are  collected  in  due  course  and  the  ‘chool  nurse, 
assisted  by  a  member  of  the  Inoculation  Clinic  staff,  runs  an  inoculation 
clinic  in  the  school  medical  inspection  room©  It  is  found  that  doing  children 
in  groups  in  this  way  cuts  down  a  lot  of  natural  apprehension  so  often  apparent 
when  individually  taken  along  for  an  inoculation© 


During  the  year  3»'79  children  were  vaccinated  which  is  double  the 
figure  achieved  the  previous  year©  3*090  inoculations  against  diphtheria  wero 
given,  an  increase  of  some  800  over  the  previous  year©  951  children  received 
a  completed  anti-diphtheria  scries,  more  than  double  the  year  before© 
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From  the  results  of  the  medical  examination,  each  child  has  "been 
placed  in  an  arbitrary  health  category  somewhat  similar  to  the  one  used  in 


expressing  his  academic  standing ©

Prom  these  medical  examinations,  640  pupils  or  9° 3$  were  referred  to 
the  family  physician,  either  on  account  of  some  specific  defect  noted  for 
which  treatment  was  warranted  or  for  further  investigation©  The  Health 
Department  wishes  to  thank  the  private  physicians  for  the  information  fur¬ 
nished  on  referral  slips,  completed  on  behalf  of  their  patient  ;0  This  infor¬ 
mation  is  recorded  on  the  child’s  medical  history  sheet  and  servos  to  produce 
a  cumulative  health  record©  Dental  caries,  Questionable  tonsils  and  defective 
vision  account  for  the  greater  number  of  referrals  to  the  private  physicians 
and  dentists© 


During  the  afternoons  at  the  City  Hall,  children  arc  referred  by _ the 
nurses  for  special  examinations  for  minor  ailments©  Many  skin  conditions, 
eye  ailments,  minor  injuries,  earaches,  etc©  arc  seen  by  the  physicians© 

Many  conditions  which  would  otherwise  never  be  seen  by  a  doctor  have  access 
to  immediate  advice©  It  is  felt  that  in  providing  this  special  service  many, 
of  the  hit  and  miss  or  household  remedies  in  treatment  arc  eliminated  with  a 
consequent  saving  in  time  lost  from  school©  Many  parents  bring  their  children 
to  these  afternoon  sessions  without  prior  referral  by  a  nurse©  1,353  children 
wore  seen  at  those  afternoon  sessions,  with  120  being  referred  to  the  private 
phy 3  i  c  i  an 3  for  t  r  oat  m  on t.  © 

It  is  believed  that  Calgary  is  the  only  centre  in  the  Province  that 
provides  this  form  of  service  for  school  children© 


I  should  like  to  draw  to  your  notice  the  vast  amount  of  work  performed 
by  the  school  nurses  during  the  year©  With  the  rapidly  increasing  school 
population  within  the  city  boundaries ,  their  work  in  keeping  a  check  on  their 
schools  tends  to  increase©  The  personal  interest  taken  in  each  child  certain¬ 
ly  earns  for  each  nurse  the  title  of  the  children’s  friend©

The  most  noteworthy  cormiuni  cable  disease  in  the  district  during  the 
year  was  Poliomyelitis  A  total  of  144  cases  was  reported  within  the  city 
"boundaries©  The  first  reported  case  was  on  May  19th©  This  remained  the  only 
case  for  a  period  of  five  weeks©  It  was  not  until  the  latter  part  of  the  month 
of  July  that  it  "became  apparent  the  disease  was  assuming  local  epidemic  pro¬ 
portions©  It  was  considered  necessary  to  impose  certain  "bans  within  the  city, 
such  as  closing  swimming  pools  and  excluding  children  from  unnecessary  gather¬ 
ings  such  as  the  cinema©  School  opening  scheduled  for  2  September  was  delayed 
for  a.  period  of  three  weeks  until  a  definite  downward  trend  in  the  disease  was 
evident©  Schools  ro- opened  on  September  22,  1952©  There  was  a  reluctance  on 
the  part  of  some  parents  to  send  their  children  to  school  for  about  a  week 
following  the  opening  but  this  prejudice  soon  disappeared©  144  notified  cases 
of  Poliomyelitis  from  within  the  city  boundaries  gives  an  incidence  rate  of 
Ho 08  per  10,000  of  population,  which  is  the  highest  in  the  history  of  the  City©

The  vitamin  supplement  tablets  were  again  made  available  during  the 
yca.r  to  parents  at  cost©  Those  tablets  are  easily  swallowed  and  arc  undoubtedly 
a  most  economical  way  of  presenting  the  vitamins  to  school  children© 


An  average  of  304  half«pints  of  milk  wore  supplied  free  on  each  school 
day  between  January  and  June  to  children  who  appeared  to  be  in  need  of  extra, 
nourishment©  The  cost  to  the  department  amounted  to  $2, 579© 63© 

Glasses  were  supplied  free  to  33  school  children  who  were  in  need  of 
them©  In  each  ease  the  economic  circumstances  of  the  family  were  carefully

During  the  year  under  review  a  major  change  in  the  policy  of  the 
School  Dental  Service  came  into  operation*  Previously  the  Dental  Clinic  had 
"been  attempting  to  provide  dental  inspection  and  treatment  for  all.  school 
children  in  0- rac.cs  I  to  YI ,  a.  number,  including  both  School  Boards,  of  over 
13, COO *  Pour  full  time  dentists  could  not  hope  to  cope  with  such  a  number 
and  give  adequate  coverage*  Instead  of  trying  to  keep  pace  with  the  occurrence 
of  cavities  in  teeth,  it  was  decided  to  attack  the  problem  at  its  earliest 
incidence  before  multiple  appointments  were  necessary*  The  Pro-School  clinic 
service  was  increased  by  one  full  time  dentist*  Treating  the  children  before 
going  to  school  at  a  time  when  cavities  are  small  and  at  a  minimum  should 
ensure  that  greater  numbers  of  children  will  enter  school  with  healthy  mouths* 
Purthcr,  to  concentrate  on  the  K i nd.c rgar t on  and  Prados  I  and  II  for  treatment 
brings  a  number  of  pupils  that  can  bo  more  adequately  covered  by  the  available 
dentists*  The  emphasis  is  thus  placed  on  preserving  the  baby  molar  teeth  and 
the  first  permanent  molars*  Parents  recognize  the  importance  of  having  filling 
in  permanent  teeth  but  many  arc  loath  to  spend  money  on  filling  baby  teeth 
that  will  be  discarded  by  nature  within  a.  year  or  two*  Adequate  preservation 
of  the  baby  teeth  helps  to  determine  the  future  shape  of  the  adult  mouth*  If 
overcrowding  of  the  permanent  teeth  can  bo  prevented,  the  mouth  becomes  more 
self-cleansing  and  the  caries  rate  declines* 


Each  child  in  ICindergart on,  Prados  I  and  II  receives  an  inspection 
of  the  teeth*  Any  defects  observed  are  recorded  on  a  card  and  sent  home  to 
the  parents  for  action*  The  parent  then  has  the  privilege  of  electing  to 
take  the  child  to  the  family  dentist  or  requesting  treatment  at  the  School 
Clinic*  Appointments  arc  made  directly  by  the  Dental  Clinic  on  receipt  of  the 
signed  card* 

In  Prados  III  and  IT  the  children  are  inspected  and  a  report  sent 
homo  on  the  state  of  the  mouth  at  that  time*  There  defects  arc  found,  those 
children  will  have  to  receive  corrective  treatment  through  the  family  dentist* 


The  inspections  arc  performed  by  the  dental  hygienist  on  the  staff* 
At  this  time  she  gives  the  class  a  talk  on  the  fundamentals  of  oral  hygiene* 
Little  can  be  accomplished  in  regard  to  oral  hygiene  without  the  co-operat ion 
of  the  parents  and  they  too  are  invited  to  be  present  to  receive  a  similar 
talk*  The  B ont.al  Clinic  thus  servos  the  two— fold  purpose  of  education  and 
treatment*

to  children  on  how  to  care  for  their  teeth®  A  total  of  1,350  parents  res¬ 
ponded  to  the  invitations  to  hear  advice  on  how  to  supervise  their  children* s 
dental  routine®  Talks  were  given  to  Home  and  School  Association  meetings 
and  on  two  radio  broadcasts® 


Dental  teaching  units  were  prepared  for  the  use  of  teachers  for  all 
grades  from  I  to  VI®  These  teaching  units  select  pertinent  information  from 
posters,  pamphlets,  charts  and  articles  on  dental  matters  and  can  he  used  hy 
the  teacher  during  her  health  education  class  periods®  Dental  health  films 
and  film  strips  have  been  shown  to  many  children  and  parents  alike® 

It  will  he  oh served  that  out  rf  the  8,690  pupils  inspected,  only 
2,021  did  not  require  any  form  of  treatment®  This  represents  23®3k  of  the 
total®  It  must  ho  remembered  too  that  the  child  with,  say,  only  one  small 
filling  required  is  being  shown  in  the  counterpart  of  this  percentage  of  7e® 7^0 
Of  the  appointments  made  for  this  free  dental  service,  only  82;3  were  kept® 

Dr®  J®A®  Duncan  joined  the  staff  of  dentists  in  July  1952  and  has  been 
engaged  in  treating  the  Pre-School  children®  A  ror<m  separate  from  the  main 
clinic  was  opened  up  and  equipped  for  treating  all  Pro-School  children®  A 
percentage  of  the  cost  of  equipping  this  dental  office  was  received  from  the 
Pcdcral  Health  Grants  with  the  Health  Department  making  up  the  remainder®

The  following  report  of  the  work  done  by  our  organization  during  the 
year  1952,  is  submitted  for  your  information.

In  1952  a  Surrey  Commission  conducted  a  survey  of  V.O.N.  activities 
across  Canada.  The  object  is  -  quoting  the  Commission  -  "With  a  view  to 
bringing  about  such  changes  in  the  constitution  and  by-laws  and  procedures 
of  the  V.O.N.  as  are  necessary  and  desirable  in  conformity  with  the  growth 
and  constitution  of  Canada  and  the  Provinces,  with  modern  business  practices, 
with  prof essional  advances,  with  Public  Health  needs  and  changes  conducive 
to  the  efficiency,  progress  and  development,  and  permanence  of  our  Organiza¬ 
tion  as  a  factor  of  Canadian  life."  The  Commission  visited  Calgary  last 
September  and  made  off  with  our  most  innermost  secrets. 


At  our  Calgary  Branch  we  have  a  good  report  showing  progress  and 
accomplishment.  1952  was  not  an  easy  year.  January  1st  a  complete  and 
drastic  change  was  made  in  our  recording  and  reporting  system.  Between 
April  and  July  we  had  a  complete  change  of  staff,  and  relief  nurses  were  em¬ 
ployed  during  the  change.  Staff  changes  are  frequent,  but  it  has  been  sho wn 
by  a  survey  that  staff  changes  are  less  frequent  in  our  Organization  than 
in  other  branches  of  nursing  service.

The  conclusion  to  he  drawn  from  these  statistics  is  that,  first 
of  all  our  work  is  increasing.  Secondly,  visits  to  give  nursing  care  in  the 
home  are  increasing  more  each  year  -  25$  more  in  1952,  These  visits  are 
frequently  to  give  heavy  nursing  care,  and  are  the  time-consuming  visits. 
Mothers  and  hahies  increased  in  numbers,  hut  a  decrease  in  visits  to  them 
and  to  expectant  mothers  in  the  home.  Pre-natal  instruction  is  an  important 
part  of  the  V.0,N,  program.  It  is  our  contribution  to  the  effort  to  reduce 
the  infant  mortality  rate  in  Canada  through  education. 

Free  visits  are  made  to  patients  who  are  unable  to  pay  for  care. 
Approximately  all  the  visits  in  the  5%  free  group  were  made  to  7  patients, 
visits  2  to  3  times  weekly  throughout  the  year.  One  patient  received  100 
visits,  a  girl  now  in  her  late  thirties,  crippled  since  the  age  of  16,  An 
elderly  father  keeps  the  home  and  gives  care  in  the  nurse’s  absence.  The 
total  income  is  from  two  small  pensions,  56  visits  were  made  to  an  elderly 
patient  to  give  injections  of  Liver  Extract,  Her  medicine  is  expensive,  she 
pays  rent,  light  and  gas,  and  lives  on  her  pension.  These  visits  are  made 
regardless  of  ability  to  pay. 

Pre-natal  classes  were  held  for  seven  months  of  the  year.  These 
were  held  in  the  conference  room  of  the  Hudson’s  Bay,  34  expectant  mothers 
were  enrolled  with  a  total  attendance  of  296,  These  classes  are  popular  and 
we  hope  to  be  able  to  hold  them  throughout  1953* 

Fourteen  undergraduate  students  from  the  Calgary  General  and  Holy 
Cross  Hospitals  were  each  given  two  weeks’  observation  and  visiting  nursing 
experience  with  our  Organisation,  Three  students  from  the  University  of 
Alberta  were  given  similar  experience.  Two  out  of  the  three  were  taken  on 
our  staff. 


The  nursing  staff  of  1952  consists  of  six  nurses.  With  the  increase 
in  work,  a  seventh  nurse  was  added  in  January  of  this  year.  A  fifth  car  was 
added  too  in  order  to  save  valuable  nursing  time, 

Mrs.  W,  C,  Stirling  retired  as  President  of  the  V ,0 .IT ,  Board,  Mrs, 
P.G-,  Atkinson  was  appointed  as  President  for  1953*
